1. Mr. — told me, that he wonder'd at 
my coming there. I anſwer'd, that I came 
by appointment from the D-ke to, receive 
his Gr-ce's Anſwer to; my Letter, He was 
pleaſed to ſay, that he had heard it diſcours'd 
that T intended to accuſe the D-ke ; as alſo 
that T had declar'd, that 1 was the firſt Perſor 
that diſcover'd the Plot; and as if the D-ke 
went out of Town upon it, and kept the mat- 
ter concealed, and never acquainted the King 
with it. And that he believ'd I now came not 
out of loye or reſpe& to the D-ke, or with 
any. intention to continue my Friendſhip, and 
adviſed me to haye a care, for the D-ke was a 


great Man. 


. 
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2, In anſwer, I confeſs'd Idid declare I 
was the firſt Intelligencer of Afﬀairs for fifteen 
months, and that I told it to a Perſon in the 
Government, one whom I underſtood to be a 
Zealot for it : And at the ſame timeT gavehim 
ſome Inſtructions to take Sir George Barclay 
and Major Holmes. But I did not pretend to 
accule the D-ke; then believing that his Gr-ce 
only concealed me according to promiſe, that 
I might not be expoſed by being an Evidence, 
And I did not declare my felf till after I was 


confronted with Hewer, and he was not re- 
ſtrain'd irom writing. 


3. Mr. Y—- told me, I had induftriouſly 
left Copies of Papers in my Cloſer, with a De- 
ſign they might be taken on purpoſe to expoſe 
his Gr-ce; and that IT could not expect great 
- matters upon ſuch uſage, and that I had a de- 
{ign to accuſe his Gr-ce. And then threaten'd 
me, and very much queſtion'd me, whether 
I did not make it my buſineſs to expoſe his 
Gr-ce ; that he had heard of ſuch a Report. 
But the D-ke, he ſaid, did not believe I would 
deal ſo by him. And then run on to leſſen my 
Services, as that I had only a dim fight of 


things, and they could never make any thing 
of my Letters. 


4. In 
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4. Inanſwer to the Papers which were lefc 
in my Cloſet ; I acquainted him that I had 
been hunted from Lodging to Lodging, and 
my Circumſtances were very hard to be left 
unprovided, and expoſed to all Dangers. The 
Landlord of the Houſe where I lay, when he 
underſtood IT was Nephew to Sir Willians 
Parkyns, told me and my Servant, that there 
were Warrants out againſt me, and that ſo 
dangerous a Man muſt not lodg there. When I 
went away to avoid being taken, I took with 
me all or moft of my Papers; and it was un- 
known to me that any were left behind. As 
to his Threats, I told him I did not value them, 
declaring that they had undone me for ſerving 
the Government. Iam a Gentleman, conti- 
nwdT, and do not Rand in fear of any Duke 
or Lord in Chriſtendom ; for what Ihavedone 
is honeſt and juſt. IT have ſerv'd the King 
from the firſt faithfully ; and at the rate 1 am 
«ſed, no Prince hereafter will have any Perſon 
to ſerve him. And ſince you have undone 

me, I do not value Life or Liberty : Of all the 

men in the World, I did notexpeQ ſuch ulage 

from the D-ke, for whom I have always had 

a profound honour and reſpe&t, and fi1ll have. 
 AsStoan Accuſation, I affured him, I never 
intended it, which evidently appear'd by my 
making this freſh Application to him: and 
K 3 what 
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what I had writ for was but what Thad his hand 
for. Then /as to my Services, I told Mr. V— 
that wharT had done was moſt valuable, as be. 
ing the earlieſt, and that I aQted' purely for 
the preſervation of the Nation, What others 
have done did not proceed from a good Prin- 
ciple, but upon diſgeſts and fear of each other. 
And laſtly, as to my dim-ſighted Letters, I pre- 
ſumed they were as plain and as full to be 
underſtood as thoſe Chatrs are known/ to be 
Chairs (I then pointed to the Chazrs 1n the 
Room.) 

As firſt, I have traced the matter down to 
the time, both as to the Deſcent, and alſo 
the intended Aſſaſſination; and I gave an ac- 
count on the fitth of Jaraary, thatiÞ was em- 
ploy'd to know the number of Guards, and to 
geta Lift of the Forces,and Colonels names,&c.

Sir, I 
am better vers'd in the Afﬀairs of the World

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than to be ſo much a fool to write ſuch a 
Letter, and ſign 4t too, if I could not have 
made it, out; if the Secretary did not believe 
it, he ſhould have puniſhed me: you cannot 
but own that T have writ nothing but what 
is come to pals, &c. | 


5, Mr.V —- told me that Sir William Par 
kyns and Chernock, &c. did not truſt me. 

That is, apparently otherwiſe, ſaid I, for 
how. could I have giyen an Account of the 
Arms ſo long ago, and fince that of the Journey 
to Lezcefter ? Belides, IT was the only Perſon at 
the concealing the Arms, &c. and I was em- 
ploy*d by Sir W:l:am to treat with Mr, Cy-v-z 
_ ko accept a Lieut, ColonePs Command. © 

As to Mr. Chernock, he was my School- 
tellow and great Acquaintance; and'don't my 
Letters to the D-ke declare that Cherpock was 
to buy my Horſe, Furniture? &s. If it was 
doubted, why was it not enquired into then? 
Laſtly, as to my appearing as an Evidence, 
my Agreement was to the contrary, and I 
was not deſired to be a Witneſs. I further - 
told him that the Arms which were ſeized 
in Warwickſhire were exact in number, ac- 
cording to the account which I gave 10 fit- 
teen Months before, when I moved for the 
ſeiziag of them ; and thoſe Arms, ſaid I, you 
now have. 
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6. AfﬀterT had argued Aﬀairs in all Particy- 
lars, ſtanding upon the merits of. my Services, 
he was pleaſed to repeat again the Accufa- 
tion, and my Obligations to the D-ke, and 
whether I was not upon ſome Deſign, and 
told me again that he heard ſuch a Report. 1 
then deſired Mr. Y/— to tell me what he had 
heard in the plaineſt ſenſe, and what had 
done I would own. He repeated the matter 
as. before related, and I own'd as before : On- 
ly I added this Particular ; You may remem- 
ber, ſaid I, that you asked me in the Office 
| before the Earl of M--cl--sf--/d, whether I had 
owned my Intelligence : I confeſsd it, and did 
declare, if it was not convenient, IT would be 
more cautious for the fature, But I did never 
lay that I would accuſe the D—. After 
this I Jet him know that T was ſincere ac- 
cording to the purport of my Letter, and 
gave him Reaſons why I apply*d theo, re- 
ally believing that my L—d D— had a 
kindneſs for me, and kept me fo long in 
ſuſpence, only that the World might not 
diſcover that I was the firſt Intelligencer, that I 
might the better continue my Service.

For his Books are generally aft with 

ſuch falſom and notorious Untruths, that they 

cannot ſtand the Teſt of any reaſonable man ; 
he ſculks 1n a Corner to write, and then comes 
out 7,cognito, being conſcious to himſelf that 
R. F. inthe Title-page is ſufficient to diſcre- 
dit whatever drops from ſo malicious a Pen. 
When this walking Amſterdam of Religions 
was juſtly ſpew'd out of the Government, he 
made his firſt flight to the Melfordian FaQtion, 
and only herded with thoſe hot-headed Men, 
they beſt ſuting his Gezzas.; for Plotting, and 
Faction, 15 his darling Study and Delight: in 
ſhort, he 1s turbulent and uneaſy in all Go- 
vernments, Whilſt the late horrid Plot was 
in Agztation, T could not believe upon the firſt 
Intelligence I received of that Matter, that 
there were to be'found ſo great 'a number of 
Villains as were thought neceſſary to execute 
ſo barbarous a Deſign. I was amaz'd at firſt, 
when | underſtood the zamber rofe ſo high, and 
ſeiz'd with admiration that one Age ſhould pro- 
duce ſo many Mozſters; ' but I ceas'd to wonder, 
when I was informed that Uxc/e was often in 
their zzfernal Cabals, and entertained his Di/- 
ciples

ciples with preparatory, Diſcourſes on the Subje& 
of Kjng-killing Doftrines, to work them up to 
a Temper to receive any Impreſſion. In order to 
execute this damnable Deſign, this Firebrand 
(as his Confident told me)- writ that ſcurrilous 
Pamphlet called the Depredation-Book, to pre- 
pare the way toit, by caſting therein moſt 
ſcandalous and lying Refleions on His. Maje- 
ſty's Perſon and Government. Bur what is 
more execrable, he had alſo a Book in embrio, 
which was to .have ſandify'd the Yillany, in 
caſe the Conſpirators had ſuccceded in that 
horria Deſign, 1 muſt beg your Pardon, Sir, 
if you think this borders too much upon the 
common Topicks of Satyr and TInvetive; and 
that TI have ſuffer'd my. ſelf to be carried too 
tar by my Reſentments: for I muſt freely own 
to you that I am not able tobe Maſter of my 
uſual Temper, when ſuch a finiſhed Syſtem of 
Wickedneſs comes in my way. 

_ To juftify this Aﬀertion, about the I: tter 
part of September, or the beginning of October 
1695, I was at Sir William Parkyns's Houſe at 
Buſhey in Hertforſhire, where] came acquaint- 
ed with Mr. Holmes, commonly called 0/a- 
England, who had been there all that Summer. 
I had not been at Sir William's Houſe above 
two or three days, before Mr. John Hewet 
Nephew to the ſaid Holmes, came from Lonaon 
with Letters for Sir William and his Uncle 


Holmes. The ſaid Letters came from abroad, || 
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with the news of Afairs that were then tir- 
ring. The ſaid Hewer at that time alſo 
brought to Sir Wiliam and Mr. Holmes a 
Bundle of Libel/s, intituled, Advice to the 
Country in their eleting of Members for the en- 
ſuing Parliament, Theſe Libels were then 
to be diſpers*d about the Country. 

Sir William, after he had read one of theſe 
Pamphlets, told Mr. Holmes and me, that he 
did not much approve of the Book. Upon 
this T was curious to know the Author : Sir 
William frankly told me that it was F-rg-ſ-». 
I ſeem'd amaz'd, and replied, that T could 
haraly believe that P-rg-ſ-n was one of us. Sir 
William, and Mr. Holmes both told me, that 
he was a true Convert, and did K. James great 
ſervice by his writing : that he was reconciled 
to the King, and much in his favour ; that 
he had brought ſeveral over to the late King's 
Intereſt, and had a Pardon for his former 
Offences. | 

Sir Wiliam Parkyns's Houſe being full at 
this time, he defired me to admit of Mr. Hew- 
et to take part of a Bed with me, letting me 
know that he was a ſenſible young man, and 
one that he had a great value for. 

Finding Mr. Hewet thus truſted and eſteem- 
ec, and alſo that he might be very uſeful to 
me 1n the Secret Service, T immediately en- 
tred into an acquaintance with him, and found 
him very inclinable, and alſo able to reſolve me 


any 


any Queſtion which I put to him, or had at any 
time before receiv'd from others in obſcure 
terms. Now being intimate with him, I de- 
fired to know how long F-rg-/-z had been one 
of our Party, and whether he was really the 
Author of the Pamphlet he brought to Sir W:!- 
liam, and wherein F-rg-ſ-z had done, or could 
do us any ſervice, he having been one who 
was always accounted one of King James's 
Enemies, and came over with the preſent 
King : For my part, ſaid I, I rather believe 
him to be a Spie than a Friend. 

Mr. Hewet anſwer*'d,that he had been a con- 
ſiderable time of the Party, and had written 
ſeveral bitter and /atyrical things againſt the 
Government, and at that time was forc'd to 
hide, by reaſon they ſuppoſed him to be the 
Author of ſeveral Pamphlets lately publiſhed, 
which they concluded to be his by the Stile. 
Mr. Hewet then named to me a Dialogue ve- 
tween the K,, the E— of P—, and Madam V —, 
and Glenco's Caſe, with others which I have 
now forgot, written all by F-rg-ſ-z, as allo the 
Pamphlet he then brought down. He further 
told me, there was but one beſides himlelt 
that knew where F-rg-ſ-z lodg'd, that henever 
went out but in the night ; that it the Govern- 
ment found his Lodgings, they would find him 


amidſt his Books and Papers, for ſays he, he # 
always a writing. Tasked Hewer how he came 
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to be intruſted by F-rg-ſ-z, and for what rea- 
ſon. | He'told me that it was his Uncle who 
got F-rg-ſ-z reconciPd to the late King ; and 
that they, mentioning his Uncle and himſelf, 
were the Perſons who diſperſed and fold his 
Books for him. And F-rg-ſ-» often order'd 
him to throw his Books into Noble-mens 
Houſes. That this was one way by which 
F-rg-/-z ſerv*d the late King, that being a 
Man of Intrigue and Intereſt, ſeveral Perſons 
made Terms by him with the late King, who 
would not truſt any other Perſon. Having 
at this time this account of F-rg-/-», and of 
other Aﬀairs, as particularly the manner and 
way of conveying of Letters to and from 
France by the private Boat, which were deli- 
ver'd here by his Uncle Holmes and himſelf ; 
the canting Names in which they were direQ- 
ed, being only known to them, he went on 
and told me, that he had both the Carx# and 
Key to Colonel Foaurtaiz's Letters, as well as 
of the Superſcription. He likewiſe/ promiſed 
to let me have one of the firſt Pamphlets that 
F-rg-ſ-n writ for the future; and if any were 
written before I came to Town, he would 
take care to ſend onedownto me. Ipave him 
a Note how to write to me, and took a Di- 
rection from him where to find him when I 
came to Loxaon, He had ſo great a confidence 
10 me, as to ſecure himſelf in my Lodgings 


when 
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when his Name was in the Proclamation, ec. 

The latter end of November, or the begin- 
ning of December following, I came to Town, 
and the very next day I went to ſee Mr. Hewer. 
I deſired him to 'get me a private Lodging ; 
he took me to a Barber's Houſe in Kng-ſtreet 
Bloomsbury, and told me.it was a private place, 
by reaſon there was a Back-door into Kzngs- 
gage Street, that look'd only upon Stables and 
Coach-houſes. That the Landlord was a Pa- 
pzft, and that F-rg-/-» had lodg'd there a con- 
{iderable time. 'The man of the Houſe was 
very free to let me have the Lodging ; and 
then asked Mr. Hewet, how the Gentleman did 
that lodg'd there before, to whom he ſo often 
came? L[ asked Hewer who that Gentleman 
was: He reply'd, it was Mr. F-rg-/-n, and 
that he took that Lodging for him ; and alfo 
was employ'd to take private Lodgings for 
ſeveral other Perſons who came from Fraxce. 
Being confirm'd by this Circumſtance, that 
Hewet was really employ'd by F-rg-ſ-n, I 
was alſo deſirous to be fully fatisfy'd whether 
Mr. Holmes his Uncle, and himſelf, were re- 
ally the Perſons employ'd in receiving and de- 
livering out the Letters as they came from 
France by the private Boat. To know the 
truth of this, [ viſited Mr. Holmes, with 
whom I came acquainted at Sir William Par-

"This ſtill confirm'd meto 
believe what Hemet had beiore told me of the 
faid Book, I acquainted Mr. Hewet with-what 
Capt. YV-rn-tii had told Mr. Adamſon, he re- 
ply'd, it was true, and that Capt. /-rz it; was 
the other Perſon, beſides himſelf, that Mr.

Str, I will trouble you no more at this time, 
by reaſon I fear I have too much treſpaſs'd on 
your Patience: I have given you matter of 
Fatt, which is convincing ; that you may ſee 
what I have received trom him was never 
publiſh*d in any Coffee- Houſe Papers. It had 
been impoſſible for Mr. Hewet to have diſco- 
ver*'d them to me from time to time, as that 
horrid Plot was 1n Agitation, or to have gueſs'd 
particalars. unleſs he had been intruſted and 
privy to the deepeſt Secrets. Not one of 
the King's Evidence have as yet made a more 
ample Diſcovery than is contained 1n the a- 
foreſaid Accounts ; by which it is apparent he 
was particularly imploy'd and intruſted by his 
two Uncles, Major Holmes, and Mr. Holmes,

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Parkyns, &c. otherwiſe he could never have 
been Maſter of ſo great Secrets. I will give 
you an undeniable inſtance that Sir W:lam 
Parkyns confided in Hewer, Immediately after 
the Plot broke out, and that Sir William hid, 
he came to Hewet, and gave him twenty Gui- 
neas, and a Letter for him to carry into the 
Country to his Lady.
